Behrend is opportunity. Whether the 
student uses his opportunities or not 
must in the end be determined by the 
student. But in the areas of its responsi- 
bility, Behrend takes a back seat to no 
one. Many alumni have said that they 
profited greatly by starting their work 

at the Behrend Campus. The many fine 
records of those who went on to Univer- 
sity Lark and elsewhere speak for them- 
selves. The physical facilities at Beh- 
rend leave little room for complaint for 
present needs. Some have said that the 
Otto Behrend Science Building is the best 
academic building in both function and 
beauty in the Penn State system. Indeed, 
there are things we can improve and 
more facilities we would like to have. 
There always will be. But, we need make 
no excuses now. 

The faculty at Behrend is carefully 
chosen and must be acceptable to both 
the local administration and to Univer- 
sity Park.

Indeed, a much warmer relationship be- 
tween faculty and student is possible than 
at larger campuses. 

The success of the Associate Degree 
programs can be measured by the records 
of those who have completed the work and 
gone on to use their knowledge.
